Eurosport enjoys biggest week for seven years with record-breaking Roland-Garros start 
and Giro d’Italia finale 

A blockbuster showing on Eurosport delivered its biggest week in seven years, attracting 
more television viewers in a single week than any time since 2015. At the same time, more 
and more people are streaming sport on discovery+ with Eurosport’s coverage on the 
platform seeing a 26% jump in unique video viewers over the past week (vs 2021). A record 
week has been driven by the best ever opening week to Roland-Garros on Eurosport and 
its channels, which has covered the pinnacle of the clay court season for more than 30 
years. Audiences on Eurosport 1 increased by 43% (vs 2021) and were up 24% on Eurosport 
2.
